them are the samples to be 
graded. The ground coffee Is 
put Into cups, different samples 
In each, and hotline water Is 
added. 
Each taster sniffs expertly at 
the cup before him. He lifts a 
spoonful to his mouth. Then he 
spits It out. The table Is revolv- 
ed, and the tasters try another 
sample. 
After each has 
sniffed 
and 
tasted, opinions are exchanged. 
As these men taste, so the cof- 
fee Is graded. Twelve men are 
the coffee tasting jury and the 
youngest among them has been 
In the business 20 years. 


Twenty cups Is a day's work. 


After that the tasters' palate* 
are tired out.

NOMINATION AGAIN

WASHINGTON, Sept.' 30.—(/P)— 
The proposal of Calvin Coolidge 
for "a solid front In support of 
the. president" is to be the hub 
about which republican organlza- 
tioirleaders will rally their forces 
for renomination of Herbert Hoo- 
ver. 


The-veteran party pilots-for the 


most part accept Mr. Coolidge's 
copyrighted article in the Satur- 
day Evlning Post disclaiming any 
interest In his Immediate return 
to the presidency 
as 
definitely 


eliminating' him from next year's 
political race. 


But the appea) of the former 


president for "party loyalty'' Is 
viewed with less warmth among 
republican 
Independents 
of 
the 


Northwest who have opposed somei 
of the major Hoover policies. 
! 


Senator 
Brookhart, republican, 


Iowa, called for "a. progressive 
program and a progressive candi- 
date," after 
reading the 
Cool- 


idge article. He mentioned as pos- 
sible candidates 
Senators Borah 


of Idaho;,. Norris 
of 
Nebraska; 
Johnson of California; LaFoliette 
of Wlsconson, and Governor Pln- 
chot of Pennsylvania. 


Also, there were a few in the 
republican congressional 
fold 
of 


regulars who kept their silence on 
the Coolidge declaration. They in- 
timated privately their belief the 
former president must not yet be 
counted out of the 1932 contest. 


However, 
republican 
stalwarts 


such as Senator Watson of Indi- 
ana, the floor leader; Senator Fess 
of Ohio, . the national chairman; 
and Representative Wood of In- 
diana, chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee, looked back over 
DO years of political history and 
reflected It was the thing for Mr. 
Coolidge to do and the thing for 
the party to do now was to re- 
nominate Herbert Hoover.
